with heart and hand be preſt and 
readie to takr our places, and to 
march on to the field, when our 
Soneraignes aut boritie commaun- 
deth, and there to ſet forward with 
4 ſivift foore againſt theſe enemies 
of Ged,onr Queene Elizabeth, and 
eur ¶ onntree,Wbenſcener they 
ſhall dare to ſhevw their 
faces againſt vs.

oft all the benefits 
gland bleſsings, thor 
tom the almigh- 
tic haue been powred es 
little Iſland of England, by, and 
vnder the gouerument of our moſt 
ious ſoueraigne Lady, e 
ENabeth; I might both forget- 
fully leſſen ther number too farre, 
and ignorantly paſſe ouer many 
things notableꝭ and worthie to be 
obierued, and remembred. And if 
Iſhould aduenture to aime at the 
15 A 4 particular 
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particular injuries her Highneſle 
hath received from forraine ma · 
lice, and home diſloyaltie; and the 
articular daungers that haue ſol- 
owed her thereby, to the hazard 
of her ſafetie in perſon, and the 
good eſtate of ht hole king+ 
dome; I might gefſſe at very ma- 
ny, and come ſnoit of the num 
ber; & I might point at very great 
wrongs and dangers, and yet miſſe 
tboſe that bee fare greater. And 
therefore for the benefits we haue 
receiued by her moſt — en- 
trance to.ſit in this regall ſeate, as 
the anndynted of God, to bee the 
ſoueraigne comgnder vnder him, 
ouer vs his people of Arglang,l wil 
onely tye my ſelſe to one, as the 
founcaine and well · ſpting whence 
all the reſt (being an infinite num- 
ber) doe iſſue and flow.

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the niuries and daungers depen· 
ding theteupon, to her perſon and

It is not vnknowne to many yet 
liuing, neither can it be alto 
hidden from the yonger. ſort that 
liue with them, what a darke mi- 
ſtie dowde of ignorance (which 
brought in Popith idolatrie, and al 
maner of ſuperſtition) did ouer- 
ſhadow the whole land ; where- 
unto vras added, and wherewith 
was mixed all bloodie and ſauage 
crueltic againſt thoſe that deſired 
knowledge: and were any way in- 


lightened 
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Mach. word 
lightened (by Gods grace) with a 
g Samara — inſighit into 
true religion. For thoughit were 
but only a deſire to reade vponthe 
holy bookeof God.cichertbeold, 
ornew Teſtament; then fleretie 
was his title, herefie was his fault; 
and for this was he called before 
the Romith Cleargie , to receiue 
their cenſure : and ſuch neuer de- 
pans from cheir clutches till they 
ad branded them to the ſlaugh- 
ter. But becauſe the Romiſh ſy- 
nagogue perſecuting Chriſt in his 
members, may maske vnder the 
lewiſh vaile 13 Chriſt 
himſelſe , who thuftivg after 
Chriſts blood, yet would 2 to 
ſpill no blood, crying, Ie not 
laufull for vt to put any nun to 
death : therefore the ciuill Magi- 
ſtrate muſt be their butcher to ex · 


ecute 
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ecute their bloodie decree, and to 
the ſlake they muſt goe tobe con- 
ſumed with fire. Of chis their 
blood- thirſtie humour how many 
hundreds haue taſted, ſtories doe 
record, and many yet liuing can in 
e remember. ; 

. In theſe dark andclowdy daies, 
leaſt the Sunne-ſhine of know. 
ledge ſhould diſperſe the miſts of 
ignorance, and giue light to the 
dimme of ſight , whereby they 
might be able to diſcouer the jug 
ling — — that 
time of darknes they vſed; this 
fition was ſerdown for their Mari. 
me, or rule infallible, that / gvo- 
rance is the mother of deuotion: 
And that ſacred worde of God, 
which was giuen from God to be 
a lanterne to all our feete, and a 
light vnto all our ſteps, was forbid.

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den to the lay ſort (for ſo they cal- 
led them) as matter vnfit for them 
to looke into.

Theſetwo irreligious and pro- 
phane grounds 2 — 
. to — eee 
for a popil , that it was 2 
— cd ſinne for a- 
ny man to diſobey the Pope, and 
his Cleargie, in any of their orders 
enioyned and commaunded. In 
ſuch reuerence and regarde muſt 
he and all his Cleargy be had, that 
the meaneſt klaſſe- prieſt ( com- 
ming with authoritie from him) 
mult bee obeyed, vnder paine of 
damnation; though he ä 
that

that which ls blaſphemous before 
Godin Chriſtians, or diſloyall to 

men in ſubiecta. an. 
And hauing thus made an o- 
pen paſſage (without ſtop) to the 
marke and. matter he aymed at, 
and ſo hemmed them in, as = 
could not ſee which way to ei- 
cape danger. but by them that had 
layd the ſnare ſor them; they pro- 
pound ynto them 3 meanes of de- 
liuerie from all daungers, (euen 
when they ſinned immediatly a- 
inſt God) whichis, A pardon 
= his holines; aud abſolution 
from his holy prieſis.

Thus baue youthe blind courſe 
they ſought to hreede ys in by de- 


barring

the narrow way that- leaderh to 
ſaluation were ſoeaſily found out, 
as we noedle no light to guide vs, 
or no furniture to arme vs with de» 
fence againſt the dangers of our 
Paſſing.

Romiſhreligion oki no part of 
my * to ſearch —_— 
into the; are already( h 
Gods . and goodnes) by = 
ny learned, more ſufficiẽtly hand - 
led,diſcouered and confuted, than 
Ican,and to their learned workes l 
referre you; I onely touch thoſe 
few,thatbytheſe you may ſee the 
blacke darknes and —_ igno- 
rance wee were brought into, by 
ſuch as ſought more their owne 
pompe & enriching, than to ſet vs 
in the right way to ſauing health 
and ſaluation, of which they 
ſought to bereaue vs. 
Aud hauing == you this taſte 
of thoſe miſerable times, and dan- 
gerous eſtate we were brought in- 
to by them, I haſten to put you in 
minde of our moſt bleſſed, and 
happie 
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happie deliueranct᷑ out ofthis ſpi- 
— — of Pope. 
je and ſuperſtition, whereinto we 
were deeply-plunged. : for which 
wee owe all. dutiſull and heartie 
thankes to our God, as the author; 
and all reverence, loue, and loyaliy 
to our molt gracious: Soueraigne 
Ladie Queene El N abeih, as the 
inſtrument: whoſeperill and dan- 
ger, before ſhe came to that abili- 
die to perfornie this holie worke a- 
mongſt vs, Imay not paſſe quer. 
For by Gods goodnes onely and 
wholly ſhe was preſerued, her life 
being eoaliciauſly, and with great 
cunning ſhot at by the Romiſh 
Cleargio, then in place of credit. 
For Gurtliner, that moſt proude 
and bloodie monſter, left no cor- 
ner of his wit vnſought (being 
wiſe enough to worke miſcbie fe) 
© B 2 but 
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but ſet all his skill and cunning on 
vwrorke to ſhotten her dayes, and to 
prevent her(by bloodie 

of her ſacred perſon)from euer be- 
ing out Queene. And no reach of 
man can yeeld me a reaſon of ber 
deliuerance, but the mightie God 
in power, and moſt rich God in 
mercie, did (beyond all expecta- 
tion of popiſh malice)deliuer her 
from many dangers, and preſerue 
her, to free vs ſrom al the moſt bit 
ter thraldome of this Romiſh Pi 
r20b,&to bring vs into the ſweete 
and ſincere libertie of Chriſts true

entrance into thus ſeate of gouern- 
ment, hath baniſhed che Popiſh 
ordinances and. dectees, which 
held vs in ſlaueric of conſcience : 
and inſteadafirhis, hath brought 
home vnto vs: the cleete Sunne. 
ſhining light of his glorious Guſ- 
pell, and reſtored vs into the liber- 
tie of conſcience long wiſned ſor, 
and oſten prayed tor by all his 
Saints and children. He hath alio 
eſtabliſhed a'courſe of teaching

And ſurely the molt 
ſimple now may learne to poyut 
out the vanitie of that ſuperſtitious 
religion , which was ſent, and 
brought to vs from Rome ; and 
may ſee and ſeele how ſweet the 
Lord leſus is n the. voyce of his 
Goſpell: which is a bleſſing chat 
many haue longed for, and haue 
not yet attained vnto. For this and 
all the reſt we owe our continuall 
thankes vnto God, and are bound 
(euery mothers ſonne of vs) to 
pray to him for our Soueraignes 
life and raigne long to continue: 
and with all heartie willingnes to 
ſhew the loyall loue of our hearts 
to her Maieſtie, by yeeiding our

Vn ſullie poſſeſſed of.-this her 


prin plc, had receiued 
B 4 the 
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the royall Diademe and Crowne, 
with the applauſe and liking of al 
true hearted Engliſhmen ., both 
Nobles, Cleargie and Commons; 
(as a due by right belonging ems 
her) then began Sathan to rape, 
and his miniſters to fretand chafe 
in ſo muchaseuenin the firtt Par- 
liamentholden after her moſthap- 
ie coronation, Doctor Story, that 

blood - ſucker, who had bathed his 

hands in the blood of ſuntcrie 
Gods ſaints, doubted not, without 
bluſhing, openly in that moſt ho- 
norable Senate and. Councell, to 
bewaile that his counſell was not 
followed; and that they had omit- 
ted the right courſe of ſtopping vs 
from ſeeing, and beholding theſe 
Halcyon and bleſſed daics; which 
he:ſayd:to bee, the not ſtriking ar 
theroote when time ſeruedzmea- 
>, ning, 
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ning, the not bercauing of our 
deare Soueraigne of her life. A 
bloodie ſpeech of a bloodie tray- 
tor, who would not conteine to 
ytter out the poyſonfull conceiued 
malice pt his heart to her Maiettie, 
h it were when his malice 
could not reach (praiſed be God) 
to doe her the leaſt harme. 
In chis arch- traytor there is offe- 
red a moſt notable obſeruation of 
Gods luſtice and iudgecnent. For 
euen this Story paſſing ouer the 
ſeas after this, without touch, and 
there exereiſing his lewd wit to 
inuent all ſlaunders againſt her 
Maieſtie, and the whole ſtate; and 
(boyling iu the bloodie malice of 
his heatt) did burſt out into all 
practiſes that he could, whereby to 
diſturbe our pence, andto indan- 
ger her perſonʒ it pleaſed our God 


to 
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toaſſignethe time when be ſhuld 
enter into an Engliſh ſhip,deuoid 
of all feareto bee intrapped, and 
without all hope in the owner of 
the ſhip that he ſhuld carte home 
ſuch a gueſt. Vet finding (by cer- 
taine intelligence) whom he poſ- 
ſeſſed, and che winde (by Gods 


rouidence) bei ſperous to 
ks — — 
vp his ſayles, and carrieth for no 
better fraught: arrtiueth with 
33 en and preſenteth 
his merchandiſe — hono- 
rable Lords, by whom hee was 
committed to the plate: molt fit 
for him , and ſhortly after being 
indite artrigned found — 
and condemned hee receiued his 
iudgement at the ſeate of iuſtice, 
and was execuged accordingly, as 
hehad well . 
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and ſo may they al ſpeedthatwiſh 

to Queene:Elzaberb,as he did. 
this then commeth out 
the choodriog Bull of excommu- 
0 ainſi her Maieſtie, and 
her w —ͤ— 
Pur Qluntus, wherein her 
— allowedthe title of 
lawhll-and rightfull Queene, but 
is termed The pretended Queene 
of Englend; aud all hor fubicts 
arcabſalued fram tbe oth af obe- 
dieace which they hadraken, and 
A due om den vnto 


** from this Bull n 
out chef monſtrous forihds , 

out of another Troian 3 
which all Trey was betrayed )all 
the troubles, rebellions, and trea- 
ſons plotted againſt her Maieſtie 
haue proceeded. Hence the — 
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therne Rebels did take their war. 
rants and grounds, thoughit were 
before the ſetting of it vp by Fel- 
ton, at the Biſhopof London. gate 
by Paules Church, as ſn Pea 
inly. For by this Bult theſe Rel 
ls thought themſelues to haue 2 
ſtrong imnumitie and freedome 
from all , when ſuch a 
plackard waspubliſhed frõ Rowe: 
and therefore doubted not to be» 
come totheirPrince, bez 
trayers of their Countrie, and to 
offer it for a ſpoyle to forrenneri 
and ſtrangers. As though it were 
in the power of any one mortall 
childe of man to diſpaſc of king · 
domes; to depoſe Princes, or to 
diſpence wich ſubiects for hot only 
diſobeying. but rebelling againſt 
their Jawfull Soueraignes. in deed 
that worthie Doctor Sauuderr, the 
. Popes 


-; 
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Popes Legate, to comfort the Re- 
bets of ld, doubteth not to 
defend this Bull of encommuni- 
cation to be iuſt and lawfull, in his 
book intituled,Of che viſible Aſo- 
$archie.: And to prooue that this 
Bull was q encouraget of our two 
infortunate Earles, Norchumber- 
land and Wcftmerland , to take 
armes againſt their lawfull Soue- 
taigne and liege Lady, This Saun- 
ders affirmeth that Doctor Mor- 
ton was ſent to ſollicite ſuch 
liſh Noble men as he could, that 
EN abecbh, who then was in poſ- 
ſeſſion of the Crowne, was an He- 
retike, and for that cauſe to haue 
fallen ſrom al dominion & power, 
and thatſhemay be had, orrepu-

A noble ombaſey and meffage 
to be ſent ſtuma Pope, very fitting 
for his fatherhood; and uhib olde 
doting Maſſe-prieſt was a vory fir 
ambaſſadour for his turne; who 
doted ſo much vpon his-Maſſt and 
Martens, ypon his Ditges & Frens 
tals, and ſuch other traſti (here - 
unto his corrupt heart was incli- 
ned) as he did forget howfarre it 
was againſt the law of God, Na- 
ture, and Nations, to ſtir fubiects 
to rebell againſt their righefull So- 
uetaigne: and he was 10 beſotted 
with his holy Dad, ſitting as Pe- 
ters ſueceſſour in his ponteficalibus 
at Rome, as neither law of God, 
Nature, nor Nations, could withs 
hold him tro ſatisſying the Popes 
holines,inthishis vnholy and moſt 
divelliſh direction and errand; 
fat contrary to our Saviour Chriſts 


direction 
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direction to Peter, whom he com- 
manded to put vp his ſword into 
his ſheath. 

And if it were reckoned a fault 
in Peter to ſtrike off the high 
Prieſts ſeruants care; how ſhall it 
not be a fault in Peters ſucceſſorto 
ſtrike at the head, not ofa ſeruant, 
but of an annoynted Prince, onely 
becauſe ſhe wil not forſake Chriſt 
and obey Antichriſt. 

If Doctor Morton had neuer 
read ſo farre in Gods booke ; or 
had lived ſo long as to forget that 
he had read; the Lord from hea- 
ven commanding thisto all men 
on earth that every ſoule ſhould be 
ſubiect to the hig her powers : for 
there is no power but of God; an 
euery power is ordeined of God: 

hee could not but remember 
imſelfe to bee an Engliſh man

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borne, and that Queene EN abeeh 
was the rightfull owner, — poſ- 
ſeſſer of the Crowne of England, 
by right of birth, by right of inhe- 
ritance, and by right ot ſucceſſion:

T how faithfully Aforton per- 
formed his Faihles errand, to the 
preiudice of his Prince, and [danger 
of his Countrie. I wiſh with all 
my heart the two Earles had been 
more wiſe, than to be miſled by ſo 
wicked a meſſenger ; and more 
3 than to bee miſcarried into 
n by ſo treaſonable a meſ- 

lege Notwithſtanding they ſo 
embraced 
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embraced the meſſenger , and ſa 
farre followed the direction of the 
meſſage, that they fell into flat re- 
bellion, and marched vnder the 
enſigne of trayterous ſubiects: ſor 
which the one receiued his con- 
digne puniſhment, and the other 
eſcaped by flying, remaining a fu- 
gitiue from his Queene and coun- 
trie, and not dating to ſhew his 
face in his owne natiue ſoyle, for 
that hee had diſloyally rebelled a-

Pope; wherein they deſired that 
this Bull of excommunication 
might not reach to touch the Ca- 
tholikes for performing obediẽce 
toher Maieſtie, which was = 

re 
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ted to them; and the very wordes 
of the diſpenſatiõ are theſe.her⸗ 
in the Bull of Pius Quintus all ber 
ſubiects are commannded not to o- 
bey her; and ſhe being excommus+ 
nicated,and depoſed, all that dee o- 
bey her, ave likewiſe innodate and 
accurſed : (which point is perilous 
tothe Catholikes : For if they obey 
her, they are thẽ in the Popes curſe; 
and they diſobey, they arg in the 
Qneenes daungere ) therefore i he 
preſent Pope, to relueue them, bath 
altered that part of the Bull. and 
diſpenſed with them to obey, and 
ſerne ber, without perill of extom- 
munication · Which di(fenſation is 
to endure, but till that it pleaſetbe 
Pope otherwiſe to determine. And 
theſe good fathers ( ſo called by 
this popiſh diſtourſer) ate iuſti-

to diſpatch our molt graciousand 
lawfull,Queene? And yet, aſter the 
publiſhing of this Bull of Piu 
aintus({ayth our diſcourſer)our 
Catholikes (commirting nothing 
againſt her Maieſtie, or herJawes) 
remained quiet, and did all acts of 
homage and honor vnto her. But, 
to proue this his owne cleering of 
them not to be ſo cleere, he ſayth 
preſently after, that the moſt part

And comming 
after to demaund his wages; It is 
but thy due, ſaith Mabomet; and 
ſo commaunded a great maſſe of 
treaſure to bee layed before him: 
But becauſe thou requireſt my 
daughter (ſaith hee) thou being a 


Chriſtian, thou muſt put off 
olde skinne, that thou maiſt be . 
to company with a wife of anew, 
and ſtrange religion to thee; and 
withall commaunded him to bee 

flayed, 
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flayed, and hot imbers, and ſalte to 
be caſt vpon the raw fleſh, and ſo 
to be layed ina bedd till a new skin 
might growe; where he ended his 
mikr le life, with a iuſt and righ- 
teous puniſhmentforhistreaſon, 
At home, and amongſt our 
ſelues, Earle Erich, to ſettle this 
kingdome in the handes of the 
Danes, ſetteth on his ſonne by 
ſome trayterous plot, or other, to 
diſpatch king Edmunde, ſurna- 
med Iren ſyde, out of the wa 
Whichheeindeedeſhortly Fe an 
med, murthering the king, as hee 
for neceſſities ſake was fitting in a 
_ pl — . * good 
pe, but ill 2 to en- 
forme — Dane, of this 
exploĩte perſormed for him. But as 
was his worke; ſuch ee oa 
es. Trayterous was his acte; anda 
. D2 ſhame⸗ 
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fhamefull death was his end; euen 
by Caxutus appoyntment, abhor- 
ring the traytor though he got the 
kingdome by his treaſon. Much 
more ought we to be incẽſed wich 
a deteſtation of our traytors; the 
treaſon being againſt England; & 
the traytors being borne Engliſh. 
For in ſuch a caſe what true harted 
Englithman can brooke either ? I 
will now haſten tothoſe, to whom 
thetreaſon was, & ispleaſant; and 
thar is, the ambitious Spaniard; 
whoſe minde is neuer quiet from 
aſpiring, nor neuer will be ſatisfi- 
ed with leſſe than the poſſeſſing of 
an whole worlde of kingdomes; 
whoſe ambitiõ hath touched vpon 
many dominions, & territories ; & 
where they preuaile, and can once 
ſet a cõquering foote, they gouerne 
not in the mildenes of a rightfull

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king, but rule with the crueltie of 
abloodie tyrant.

He is taught hereby what it is 

to light agaiuſt God, though he 
thinke neuer ſo baſely of Englands 
ſtrength, or reſpect neuer 2 little 
ofthe abilitie thereofto encounter 
and reſiſt him. For was not this his 
ouenthrowe almoſt matchable. 
with that, that young Ageſilaus 
gaue tothe Arcadians? For they.

ly to plot, and deuiſe treaſons, but 
euen ſo much as to hearken to auy 
treaſon offered them, though ne- 
uer ſo much for their benefit. For 
in the warre berweene Fabricins 
the Romaine, and Pyrrbus; the 
phiſition of Pyrrhus did offer fora 
ſumme of mony to poiſon Pyr-

oned her. For, from ſuch hopes 
taketh hearte, and hath al- 
readie offered to inuade vs; and 
hath been, and is ſtill buſied with 


pro 
her princely wiſdome how fit it 
was to ſpeake with him at his own 


home, to diuert his forces 
from his intended inuaſion vpon 
vs, to defend him ſelſe; and to that 
end ſhee ſent out a royal nauye vn- 
der the conduct — 
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of two honorable Generalls; who 
diuiding themſelues the one to 
keep the ſeas, and the other to ſet 
foot vpon the ſpaniards ſayle. He 
that deſited to land, left his hono- 
rable companion with the greateſt 
parte of the fleet, and hi ha- 
ſtech with the companies 

vpon, to the ſhare, and with the 
extraordinarie fotwardnes, of a 
Generall, he ſtayed not the en- 
trance of many beſore him into the: 
tone, but to che encouragement 
of all, both haicthechim and hehind 
him, he ſh ile to reſpect ilfe 
ſatety of his oi perſomʒand more 
regarding che honour of his Soue - 
raigne, his countrey, and himſelfe, 
then lus owne life, hee entted the: 
rowne with a {mall numbes at the 
firſt, and would not be dauntedor 
driuen backe by the ſiery furie of

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Spaniſh ſhot, ſetled in houſe 
5 him: but — his 
courſe, till he poſſeſſed the Marker 
place, where he proceeded in his 
moſt valorous and victorious at- 
tẽpt, to the winning of the towne: 
vrhich done, he ĩoy ned himſelſe to 
his moſt honorable companion a- 
gaine, who no doubt was preſt and 
readie to performe what belonged 
to his place, if occafion had been 
offered. And all Exglana hath iuſt 
cauſe to praiſe God, for this blow 
of diſhonour giuen to Spæyne, and 
for the ſaſe returne of both the ho. 
norable Generals againe: who ſo 
ſpecdily by their diligence, ſo pro- 
uidently by their gouernment, and 
ſo forcibly by their courage arri- 
ued ypon his coaſt, approached an 
attempt, and followed it with ſuch 
magnanimitie, as(by the goodnes 
0 
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of y Almighey)they had moſt proſe 


sſucceſle, without any great 
ſſe of men or ſhipping; & retur= 
ned ſaſe home, by 3 
me God, being as ready to de» 
ſend vs from inuaſion as they haue 
ſhewed themſelues ſorwardto of- 
fend him at his one dote. And no 
doubt this biting blow, lately giuẽ 
him by theſe two noble 
hach no whit abated his anger, but 
incẽſed him more:ſo as we are not 
to 3 thathe wil no longer

And herein ſhall 
not want the helpe of al his popiſh 
confederates, both ſorreine, and at 
home. For I doe not heare that the

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chime for tbe Swupremacie : or wil 
ſon, and ſuperſtitious doctrine a- 

vs. I cannot conceiue that 
che thirſt of Parſeus, and his pew- 
fellowes is yet quenched, from 
ſeeking the blood of our deare So- 
ueraigne, and (in ber) the deſtruc- 
tion of ys all; the cauſe remayning 
ſtil, for which heretoſore they haue 
ſougbt it: neither can Ibe perſwa - 
ded y Speynes malice to England 
is yet abared, but that the Queene 
our miſtris, & her kingdome, is ac- 
counted with him a pray worth 
the enioying. Therefore doubt 
nothing of y Popes malicious for- 
wardnes to incite it, and to adde all 
the ſtrength he can to itʒ nor of our 
Engliſh traytors harty diſpoſition 
to further it; nor of the Spaniards 
ambitious deſire to take it in hand, 
and his willingnes to do the 9 
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he can. And his worſt let him doe. 
For the God of heauen is with vs, 
who is a iult defender of all thoſe 
that haue a juſt cauſe: and as it 
was ſayd of vnſt antius 
Et cauſaq; valet,canſamg, tuen- 
tibus arms: 
So may we ſay of our Queene:

For whether we reſpect y Pope, 


the fugitue, and home-traytors,or » 


the King of Spayne ; our cauſe is 
moſt iuſt. With the Pope we ſtand 
for Gods ſacred and ſincere truth, 
againſt his ſuperſtitious and Ido- 
latrous falſhood. With the fugitiue 
and home-traytor, wee ſtand for 
our Soueraigne, and countrie, a- 
gainſt barbarous, vnnaturall, and 

molt 
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moſt monſtrous bloodie harted 
treaſons. With the ambitious 
King of Speyne wee ſtand for our 
rightfull Queene, againſt an vſur- 
ping tyrant. And therefore there 
is no Chriſtian heart ſo ſenceles, 
that wil not ſtand for God,againſt 
the Diuell zfor Chriſt, againſt An- 
tichriſt; for trueth, againſt falſe- 
hood : neither is there any true 
Engliſh heart ſo voyd of loyaltie 
to his Soueraigne, and loue to his 
countrie, but that hee will ſtand 
for both,again(t praQtiſes, & plot- 
ſormes of fugitiues, againft the fu- 
rie, and madnes of home-traytors; 
and againſt the inuading humour 
ofa bloodie tyranr. 

Now, deare countrymen, you 
haue a taſte of the black darknes, 
that this our natiue, and naturall 
country was in, when the Popifh 

E cleargie 
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cleargiecarryed the ſway amongſt 
vs; nl ah ableſſed : fame Ga 
befall vs, when the mightic God 
from heauen allotted our moſte 
deare, and rightful liege Lady, to 
be his ſoueraigne ſubſtitute, to go- 
uerne ouer vs, his children, and her 
naturally borne ſubiects of Eng- 
land;by whoſc happy entrance in-

lice, and home treaſon; by wbich / 
the- peace of our land hath bene 
diſturbed, her precious lyſe miſ- 
ebieuouſſy, and many wayes ſhott 
atzand our whole countrey ſought 
to be runiated, and ouer- runne by 
inuation from the ambitious ty- 
rant of Spayve, And all theſe deui- 
ſes againſt het, and vs, were plotted 
at Rene: from whence that man of 
finne(che Pope I meane}hath inci- 
ted and encouraged home- borne 
ſubiects to becomerebells, in ray- 
ſing men, and carrying armes a- 
gainſt their rightfull Queene; and 
to become bloudy traytors in con-

piſh champion, our carefull Soue- 
raigne,and her prouident Councel 
conſult daylie, and commaund 
daylie. They conſult of the beſt 
meanes to re{iſt him, and defend 
vs;andthey commaund allthinges 
neceſlarie to be L by * 
that wee may ſtand ſtrongly for

behoueth vs therefore => a Care» 
full in our places alſo, that as her

It is ſayd ofa learned man, that 
the ſelicitie of a Common wealth 
conſiſteth in well commaunding, 
and well obeying, For if the com 
maunders doe their parts. if obe · 
diencefaile, their commanding is 
vame: but ifwellcommanding be 
anſwered with durifull obeying, 
then is religion ſafe, the Queene is 
ſafe, the Common-wealth is ſafe, 
and weareall ſafe, For Xenophon 
in his time fayth, that, Que hoe 
tempore habemus bona , ob nul-

) 
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los aliam canſam adepti ſumut, 
quam ob preſtitam ebedientiam- 
principi.So ſacred and holy athing 
is obedience to Princes , before 
God hiniſelſe, who conimandeth 
vs to obey: nay whom in this point 
none can diſobey, being a true 

Chriſ tian; and ſo 4 a thin 
was obedience to ſuch as kne we 
not od, who were drawnethere- 
to by the light of nature, and by 
experience of their owne feeling 
the ſweete thereof. Now herein we 
haue an aduauntage aboue them: 
for wee haue both knowledge of 
God, who commandeth vs to o- 
bey, and him we may not diſobey; 
and we haue no leſſe cauſe to feele 
the benefirof godly and Chriſtian 
obedionce toour Chriſtian prince, 
than euer had, or hath any nation 
of the wotlde: and to ſhewe our 
E 4 ſelues 
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{clues ſenceles of this, were to re- 
{iſt Gods ordinance, to be ingrate· 
full to our deare Queene, and to 
ſhakeoff all care to continue the 
peace and proſperitie ofour coun- 
trie; and conſequently to neglect 
our owne priuate good. 

Ibold it a ſound ground, & not 
to bee controlled chat every Chri- 
ſtian ought to ſtriue to — theſe 
three * ſoũd within hisbreafl;

altie to his Prince, and his loue to 
his countrie. All which three for 
my part I account ſo ueerely con- 
ioyned each to other, as they can- 
not iuſtly be ſeuered. For in vaine 
do wee ſpeake.of conſcience to 
Gad,if. we be ſnort in loyaltie, and 
obedience to her Maieſtie: in vaine 
doe we brag ofloyaltieto her Ma- 
ieſtic,if we carrie not aloue to our 

Cc.ountrie: 
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countrie: and in vaine do we pro- 
reſt loue to our country,if we per 
forme not all loue, loyaltie, and o- 
bedience to our Soueraigne, & la · 
bour not in ſome meaſure to ſatiſ- 
ſie the dutie of a good conſcience 
to our good God. 

Our conſcience cannot but tell 
vs, that all obedience is due to the 
ſoueraigne Magiſtrate. For we are 
taught it out of the booke of con- 
ſcienee , xhe holy Scripturesʒ which 
teach vs chat wee muſt ſubmit our 
ſelues to all manner of ardinance of 
man, for the Lards ſake; whether 
it be unto the King, as unto the ſu= 
perionur,ec.Ourloyalty ſhouldtel 
vs, & teach vs, that the ſafetie of her 
Maieſtie conſiſteth in loyall, and 
true obedience frõ her ſubiects:for 
obedience proceedeth of loue; and 
Amor ciuiũ eft regi inexpugnabile 

muni- 
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munimentum, ſayth Seneca, And 
our loue ſhould tell vs, that the 
Common-wealth is molt happie, 
where obedience is moſt hearrile 
rformed, For, as one ſaith yerie 
notably, Nibil eſt, quod regnum a- 
liquod reddat potentius, firmus ſe- 
renins, aut durabilius, quam obe- 
dientia ſubaditorum-. Whoſoeuer 
therefore hath any conſcience be- 
fore God, any ſparke of a 
heart to her Maieſtie, or the leaſt 
ſound loue in his boſome to his 
countrie; he cannot but embrace 
this obedience,cuery way in him- 
ſelſe fecke to expreſſe it, and with 
others carneſilie labour to per- 
ſwade it. 

Notwithſtãding vve haue ſome, 
and too great a ſumme of thoſe a · 
mongſt vs, that ſhake off this obe- 
dience, and are fo vehemently ca- 

tied

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ried with a prepoſterous blinde 
zealeto popiſh [dolatrie, that the 
Romiſh Aatichriſt challenging to 
bee Ch:iltes Vicar vppon earth, 
(though it bee plaine that in ſtead 
of Chriſt his ſimple and naked 
truth, he ſetteth — vnchriſtian, 
and carual forgeries, and vntruths) 
is had in more reuerence and re- 
gard, by thoſe recuſant Engliſh- 
borne ſubiects, than is our moſt 
Chriſtian , and moſt rightfull 
Queene ElJabeth, For although 
the commandemet be giuenfrom 
God, that wee ſhould obey her:

Egypt, before the ſweete Manna, 
wherwith the Lord fedthem from 
heauen, So that in them the olde 
verſe is fully verified:

Now conſcience muſt be —— 
dedypon knowledge; and know- 
ledge to guide the conſciẽce muſt 
bee ſetched out of the ſacred and 
holie worde of GOD; the triall 
whereof they can no more abide, 
then can the oule the ligbt. 

I note three things in this kinde 
of people, worthie to bee knowne 
and obſetued. Firſt, the hurt they 
continually do: ſecondly,

deepe diſſimulation. For the firſt, 
it would aske a large diſcourſe to 
diſcouer all the hurts done by thẽ, 
they are ſo 2 and manifold; I 
we” onely touch ſome.

If the men come to Church and 
cheir wes refuſe (which is a cun- 
ning tricke much practiſed of late 
yeres'thcisy houſhold, both chil- 
dren & ſetvants, in daunger whol- 
ly to bee corrupted. And ſure it " 

that 
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chat the wiues of the meaner ſort 
are inſecled greatly by them; and 
the night cron es perſwaſion pre- 
vaileth much;and in mine owne 
knowledge , within theſe three 
yeares, many of the meaner fort 
wy fallen away, and doe fall away

Touching the hurt they would 
do,who doubtcth but they would 
gladly hane vp their Maſſe againe, 
and baniſh the fincere worthip of 
God ?

Scripture ſayth they cannotz 
and it becommeth vs ta belecue 
it no mote can the Popes autho- 
ritie, and Queene E/iJabetbs Rad 
together: and yet mult ] belecue 
that theſe men carrie loyall hearts 
to our Soueraigne,though they o- 
bey the Pope, and diſobey her. For 
my part I {ce uo reaſon at all to 
beleeue tbem; and I with all my

r they are à dangerous breede g 
and the more dangerous, becauſe 
many of the ſhew to haue à good 
outward ciuill carriage in ciuill 
matters. But let not that poſſeſſe 
you with too great a tegatde of 
them: andto deliuer you trom the 
danger of ſuch deceitſull haytes, I 
muſt aſſur e you that this is a true 
poſition, 
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ſition, that, without the true 
e of Godthere can bee no true 
religion; and vnles the religion be 
ſound, the face, and ſhew of ci- 
uill honeſtie (ſeeme it neuer ſo

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Here is aliuely paterne of our ſtate 
and cauſe, Aſah deſtroyeth Idola- 
trie, and baniſneth falſe worſhip : he 
is maligned by the Idolatrous Ethi- 
opians, who ſend out forces againſt 
him; he prepareth, and ſetteth our 
agaiuſt them; he putteth his whole 
and onely truſt in the Lord; he pray» 
eth vnto him; the Lord heareth him: 
the Lord ſcattereth his enemies, and 
giueth him the victorie. Is not this 
the very cauſe of our liege and So- 
ueraigne? who hath baniſhed Po- 
piſh Idolatrie, and hath eſtabliſhed 
the true, and ſincere worſhipofGod,;

pian armie the Lord of hoaſts diſ- 
comforted, and the Spaniſh Nauie 
the Lord of hoaſts did diſperſe and 
ouctthrow. Vpon this victorie the 
Prophet Azariah warned Aſah,and 
all /4da/;; and both king and people 
hearkened and obeyed : and ſince 
our victorie, the Prophets and prea · 
chers of our time haue oſten warned 
vs; and it becommeth vs to hearken 
and obey: which if we do, then mult 
ve male the like couenant with our 
God chat they did; ioyne in the like 
oth that they did, and ioy when wee 
haue done it, as they did.

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fered the Cardinall to inioyne his 
whole land and kingdome, that ſo- 
lemne Proceſſions, and faſts ſhould 
bee ſolemnelie helde ( after their 
blind maner) for the delwerance of 
Rome from his ruine intended to- 
wards it; in ſo much as this one Ar- 
ticle ſpecially is added to their Le- 
tanie, Sancta Maria, & c. ora pro 
Clemente Papa. 

Verily l could wiſh that not onely 
commandements, and examples 
Canonicall out of the book of God, 
(whereof we haue plentic) ſhould of 
conſcience moue vs to ſuch holy ex- 
erciſes in theſe times, becauſe our 
fins haue prouoked the judgement 
of God;bur alſo that this zeale with. 
out knowledge in a falſe religion, 
ſhould euen for ſhame incite, and 
ſtir vs vp with feruent zeale toſceke 
the glotie of our God; and by ſuch 
godly religious neceſſarie exerciſes 

to 
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to humble our (clues before y throne 
of his maieſtie, to beg either releaſe 
of theſe troubles threatned againſt 
vs, and haſtening vpon vs; or his 
arme of aſſiſtance to defend vs from 
the furie, and deliuer vs from the 
danger. 
For if they could bedrawnein a 
ſuperſtitious blinde zeale, to fall to 
thcir ſuperſtitious praiers for a prieſt; 
Iſee not how, with a good conſci- 
ence, we can be ſlacke to fall to reli- 
gious and harty prayers to out God, 
for our Chtiſtian religious Prince. If 
they could beſo forward in England 
to fall to prayers for an ltalianfirans 
ger; much more ought wee in Eng- 
{and for our naturally borne Soue. 
raigne. Ifthey were ſo readie topray 
to God for him, to x hom they could 
not ſubieR themſelues, and conti- 
nue in a true, and holie obedience to 
their God; much more ſhould _

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haſte to runne to powre forth our 

to the Almightie for her, to 
whom wee ought to performe all o- 
bedience; vnleſſe we will ſnew our 
ſelues to rebell, and wage warre a- 
gain God himſelſe. 

I will enlarge this no further, but 
leaue it to religious care of ſuch as 
cartiethe chief place in our Church, 
vrho (l doubt not) will play A arias 
part in warning our A/ab ; and I aſ- 
ſure my ſelſe our Aſah will hearken 
to it, and her whole people will fol- 
low with willing and moſt ioyfull 
hearts: which God grant, that ſo this 
extraordinarie attempt threatned, 
may haue ſuch extraordinatie exer- 
ciſes of faſting and prayer, as were 
(with the fruite of a bleſſed ſucceſſe) 
vſed in the yeare 15 8 8. when the 
Spanyards laſt attempted inuaſion; 
and thoſe not formall, but zealous; 


euen ſuch as may inſttuct the con- 
ſcience, 


— 
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ſcience, to humble the heart, to ac 
knowledge the ſinnes committed, 
to meete the Lord by repentance; 
and then no doubt the Lorde: will 
heare vs, and our victorie will fol - 
low. 

God giue vs repentant hearts for 
our ſinnes, carefull and ſincere hearts 
to our Soueraigne, louing hearts to 
our country, and charitable harts one 
towardes an other. No doubt then, 
but —_— ſhal flouriſh, our Soue- 
raigne ſhall live long. and our coun- 
trie ſhall euer proſper , maugre the 
malice, and practiſes of all Tyrants 
and Traytors. For this ought wee all 
to pray;and forthis all,thattruly feare 
the Lorde , and ſincerely affect his 
truth, and goſpell, will daylie, and 
hartely pray. But for this the ſuper- 
ſtitious papiſt hath no will to pray; 
and the ſcorning Atheiſt knoweth 
not how to pray, From the m—_ 

an 
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and madnes ofboth theſe, God al- 
mightie deliuerher Maieſtie, and this 
flouriſhing kingdome ; that God, 
and his truth may be wholly, and: 
only reuerenced, and regarded; and 
ſuch, as oppoſe them ſelues againſt 
him, either by corrupting his religi- 
on, or flatly denying him, and al reli- 
gion, may either by ſeueritie oflawe 
be corrected, and reformed, or elſe 
by chriſtian iuſtice be remoued from 
amogſt Gods people; that our Eng- 
liſh loyle may not be ſtayned with 
blaſphemous Papiſts, or prophane 
Atheifts. 

Thus having aduentured to make 
this rude collection ofa inatter moſt 
neceſſarie to be vnderſtoode, and 
thought of, by al true chriſtian harted 
Engliſh-men; I will knit it vp with 
this earneſt requeſt to al my countri- 
men, that my endeuour may be ac- 


cepted,beauſe I haue vndertaken it of

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loue; that my defects may beborne 
withall, becauſe my heart carrieth a 
ood meaning: and that the truch of 
matters herein cõteyned may re- 
ceaue no diſcredit through my par- 
— 0 the — nor 
the cauſe it ſelfe( requiring a ſpeciall, 
and great \Rand lübeck to 
any diſgrace by want of good me- 
thode in mee to diſpoſe it. This ob- 
tayned, I deſire no more. hut wiſn the 
growing of Gods truth, and religion 
amongſt vs, by mightie increaſesʒ the 
prolonging of our deare Soueraignes 
dayes with bodily health; and home 
quiet, and the preſeruation of this 
little Iland of England from Popiſh 
ignorance , forraine inuaſion, and 

home treaſon. 

God onely can worłke this; and to 
God onely I pray for this; and vnto 
God alone I commend his owne 
cauſe, which is, religion, che ſafetie — 
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his annoynted home, as the 
meane, Religi 1 with vs) 
and the defence of our Countrie, 
which, without religion, and-her 
Maieſties ſafetie, cannot long pro-
